HARRISBURG, Aug;. 12.—On 
the stroke of seven next Satur­ 
day morning 18,000 construc­ 
tion workers will set in motion, 
simultaneously in 66 counties of 
th e commonwealth, improve­ 
ment of the 20,000-mile rural 
road system taken over and in­ 
corporated in the state high­ 
way system by fiat of the last 
legislature. 
Date for taking over the roads, 
formerly under jurisdiction and care 
yf township commissioners, # is fixed 
in the bill outlining the rural road 
system to be improved. 
Seventeen hundred miles, offi­ 
cials of the state department of 
highways announced today, has been 
fixed as the quota for improvement 
during the present construction sea­ 
son. 
The highway department also an­ 
nounced today the projects in each 
county on which work will be start­ 
ed. Construction on other projects, 
engineers said, will get under way 
as fast as possible. 
Set 1,700 Mile Quota 
“The 1,700 mile quota set by Gov­ 
ernor Pine hot for the remainder of 
the season is 8.5 per cent of the 
20.000 mile system/* Secretary of 
Highways Samuel S. Lewis said.

When the 
number of automobiles became so 
p e at that it was necessary to use 
the lettered prefix the first thousand 
in the “A” series was handled from 
the governor’s office. 
Two years ago the system of print­ 
ing license tags was changed, The 
change in the system made available 
approximately 400 sets of plates with 
single or double combinations of let­ 
ters. The change in the system also 
provided license plates with one or 
two letters and single and double 
combinations of numerals.

NOME, Alaska, Aug. 12 —Colonel 
and Mrs. Charles A. Lindbergh made 
ready today to hop off on one of the 
most perilous laps of their flight to 
Tokyo, the 1,067-mile crossing of the 
Behring sea to Karaginsk, Siberia. 
After taking a rest, following their 
landing here yesterday, their first 
concern was to give their seaplane a 
minute inspection. A defect m the 
ship might mean disaster for the 
noted couple, for the Behring sea is 
often be-fogged and is frequently 
filled with ice floes which would in­ 
crease the danger of a forced land­ 
ing. 
Arrive In Nome. 
The flying colonel and his wife set 
their plane down in a lagoon 21 
miles up the Nome river from here 
at 10:45 a. m. yesterday. 
They flew to Nome from Shish- 
maref, an Eskimo village 100 mile 
north, where they had spent the 
night after being forced to land be­ 
cause of bad weather on their hop 
from Point Barrow. The 100 miles 
were transversed in one hour and 
25 minutes. 
Before landing in the lagoon up 
the Nome river, Colonel and Mrs. 
Lindbergh circled over the water­ 
front of this city. 
Practically all 
the residents of Nome were out to 
witness the arrival, many of them 
having stayed up most of the night 
in anticipation. 
Never In Danger. 
Several hours after the Lindbergh.* j 
radioed they had decided to make 
the landing at Shishmaref. on the 
northern side of the Seward penin­ 
sula, no word was received from 
them. They were never believed to 
be in danger, however. 
Lindy and Anne were expected to 
remain here at least 24 hours, pos­ 
sibly longer, to prepare for their hop 
to Siberia. 
From Karaginsk they plan to fl> 
454 miles to Petropavlosk on the 
Kamchatka peninsula, 
and 
then 
897 miles to Nemuro in the Kurile 
Islands. 
The last leg of their va­ 
cation journey will be the 600-mile 
trip from the Kurile Islands to 
Tokyo.

Rebel Chiefs Slain 
Among the rebel leaders killed in 
engagements last night and early 
today were General Francisco Per- 
aza. 65 year old veteran of the war 
of independence, and Celestino Bai- 
zan. Perazo was leader of the Pi­ 
nar Del Rio rebels and was formerly 
editor of the newspaper union Na- 
tionalista.

They have proved that they 
are willing at last to try new ways 
j of finding a solution instead of the 
old wavs which have failed so com­ 
pletely.

INVENTOR HAS 
MIXED-STEAM 
POWER PLANT 


By E. G. BOY 
Xat«raatlonal lew * Servioe Staff

HAMBURG, Oct. 12.—Arnold Irin- 
yi, German engineer,* has invented a 
mixed-steam power plant, which ac­ 
cording to the inventors claims, 
gives an energy output up to 100 per 
cent 
higher than with ordinary 
steam engines, and revolutionizes 
all theories of heat. 
The German Institute of Energy 
research, at Hamburg, has tested the 
Irinyi plant and found the claims 
of the inventor confirmed. 
“If one uses a mixture of m atter 
combined in a certain ratio, instead 
of water or any other element now 
used for driving steam engines.” the 
institute said in explaining Irinyi’s 
invention 
to 
International 
News 
Service, “an 100 per cent greater 
energy output can be obtained than 
with the present machines with the 
same seat consumption. 
One of these fuel combinations in 
question is a mixture of steam and 


benzole vapor, or vapors similar to 
steam and benzole. 
“The rather difficult explanation 
of the principle of the mixed steam 
power plant is the fact that, if two 
heterogeneous matters are vaporized 
together, the mixture works in the 
steam engine almost as steam alone, 
and the only difference is that the 
used steam which is led back to the 
condenser at the end of the power 
process carries a higher amount of 
heat with ordinary water than with 
the mixed steam.

“However, heat carried back to 
the condenser is loss of efficiency 
of the particular engine. To vapor­ 
ize one kilogram of water one needs 
the same amount of heat as for the 
vaporization of 4& kilograms of 
benzole. 
In order to get the same 
efficiency from a machine one needs, 
however, almost the same amount of 
benzole 
vapor and 
steam. 
This 
shows that the loss of heat is lower, 
a fact which science held impossi­ 
ble so far.” 
Hundreds of experiments, the En­ 
ergy Research Institute states, have 
proved that Arnold Irinyi is right 
He has worked out a new theory of 
heat, and developed his machine so 
that it is adaptable for all sorts of 
power production, such as shipping, 
railways, trolleys, tractors, etc.

Enemies Of Board Hope To 
Abolish Practice—Sena­ 
tor Reed Drafts 
Legislation

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Beset 
on all sides, the harassed federal 
farm board Is going to have to fight 
for its life in the next session of 
congress. 
Its enemies hope to abolish it, and 
its few friends are dubious about 
saving it. 
Senator Reed <R > of Pennsylva­ 
nia, a staunch administration sup­ 
porter, who some time ago express­ 
ed the opinion that the board had 
proved a failure, let it be known 
today that he is actually drafting 
the legislation to put an end to its 
work. Reed would turn the board’s 
tangled affairs over to the depart 
ment of agriculture for liquidation. 
Board is Failure. 
Reed’s opinion that the board set­ 
up has proved a failure was sharec 
by a good many of his fellow, legis­ 
lators who are seldom to be found 
in agreement with him on any sub 
ject. To substantiate their accusa­ 
tions of failure, they point out that 
when the board was created two 
years ago and given 
$500,000,000 
with which to solve the perennial 
‘farm problem’’ wheat was selling 
around $1.50 a bushel and cotton at 
several times its present value. 
After the prodigious labor and the 
expenditure of all the millions which 
congress provided for the great agri­ 
cultural experiment, it is now point­ 
ed out that wheat end cotton are 
at the lowest prices in nearly half 
a century. 
The government estimate of a 16,- 
000,000-bale cotton crop on Satur­ 
day was the final straw? that broke 
the back of the cotton market. 
It 
followed the bumper wheat cron 


w'hlch sent prices plunging to the 
lowest point in four decades. 
The board’s defenders may well— 
and do—report that it wasn’t the 
board which was responsible for the 
price collapse; it w>as ov^-produc­ 
tion, for which the producers them- 
| serves are to blame. Tire board has 
consistently counseled the farmers 
to reduce their acreage. 
Considerable Criticism. 
Nevertheless, it is inevitable in 
such circumstances that “a goat” 
must be provided, and it now ap- 
j pears that the board is to be it. 
j 
Criticism of the board comes from 
j almost every point of the compass. 
The west is disgruntled because of 
¡the wheat situation; the south has 
been almost prostrated by the sen- 
* sational crash which followed Satur­ 
day’s crop estimate; the drys have 
j been gunning for the board for some 
time because of its financing of wine 
concentrates under the guidance of 
Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt; the 
industrial east has never been more 
than tolerant of the w?hole set-up 
because the east doesn’t participate 
in many of the millions that have 
been dispensed by the board. 
Truly, it is an imposing array of 
opposition which the unhappy board 
will face when the new congress 
convenes. 
The battle will start 
w'hen the question arises of provid­ 
ing funds for another year’s opera­ 
tion. 
Serious Efforts. 
There is scarcely any doubt that 
serious efforts will be made to resur­ 
rect the old equalization fee and 
debenture plans. 
These plans were 
born in the west and commanded 
such wide support in both nouses 
that the White House had to veto 
one of them, the equalization fee, 
three times. 
The sponsors of these measures 
are now in the position to say to 
the White House: “Your plan has 
failed, now’ let us try our’s.” 
It is going to be a sanguinary bat­ 
tle—that much is assured.

Defense problems, in cooperation 
with air forces, today occupied the 
cavalrymen of the Penmylvania Na­ 
tional Guard at the encampment 
here. 
Squadrons of the 103rd and 104th 
cavalry regiments from eastern and 
central Pennsylvania, maneuvered 
over the cavalry parade ground at 
The camp, establishing comm1 mi ca­ 
tion with planes from army air de­ 
pot at Middletown. 
Object of the 
maneuvers was to instruct cavalry­ 
men in formations used for defense 
by squadrons on the march and in 
danger of air attacks, in methods 
of concealing troops and repulsing 
air attacks. 
Messages Exchanged. 
Communication 
between 
planes 
and troopers was maintained by sig­ 
nal panels displayed on the ground, 
messages dropped by the aviators 
and by drop ropes and "pickup” 
messages. 
For the first time during their 
training, the mounted troops utilized 
the "drop” method of communicat­ 
ing with planes. A rope was stretch­ 
ed between two trees or held by 
two troopers, messages were tied to 
it and the planes, swooping low, 
picked up rope and messages by the 
drop rope hook. 
Other units of the two regiments 
went to mounted pistol and sabre 
practice to qualify for marksman­ 
ship and swordsman awards. Seven 
pistol and ten dummy sabre targets 
were arranged on the drill field and 
were attacked by the tropers. 
Between using sabre and pistol 
and managing new mounts, many 
of the guardsmen had a strenuous 
day and were willing enough when 
bugles blew "mess call” and brought 
them back to company streets.

production and a sluggish market. 
The leading sugar plantation and 
mill owners came to Mexico City to 
seek a solution of the crisis and ask 
governmental aid, but the acrimon­ 
ious conferences resulted in little 
aside from tentative agreements. 
Shutting down for a period of four j 
years enough sugar mills to slash| 
production from the present 300,000 
tons a year to 180,000 tons was ac­ 
cepted by producers and mill owners 
alike as the most practical method 
of dealing with the problem. Those 
operators who will be designated to 
lock their plants will receive $16 for 
each ton produced in order to keep

intact during the idle period.

Do I, as far as reasonably possible, 
act toward them as if they were 
grown up? Except for the very few 
decisions I must make for their 
moral and physical protection, do I 
give them opportunities, and encour­ 
age them, to make decisions and to 
think and plan for themselves? 
Do I manifest an interest in them 
as personalities and in those things 
! of most concern to them? Do I from 
habit pay courteous attention when 
they speak to me or as one joining 
in the family conversation? Do I 
always face them squarely while ad­ 
dressing them or being spoken to by 
them? Have I cultivated with my 
“looks” a happy 
smile? 
At 
such 
times am I able to give my whole 
self in attention? 
Do I from habit betray relaxation 
and patience, or do my breath, ges­ 
tures and whole demeanor bespeak 
impatience and suggest that I wish 
that they would make an end of 
speaking and th at 
my

speaking to them is limited?

Do I try to grow acquainted with 
the standards and folk ways of their 
gang? Do I realize how sensitive 
my adolescent children are to the 
approvals and disapprovals of their 
own comrades? Do I merely ridicule 
and ignore those standards, or do X 
try to see how I should feel in my 
children’s place? Do I take such 
factors into account In my efforts to 
hold up my own children to some 
; standards higher than those of their 
group? Do I know that if I am go­ 
ing to succeed with such efforts, I 
must have possessed a very powerful 
hold upon my children built up over 
a number of years? Have I carefully 
considered ways and means of culti­ 
vating this high regard by my chil­ 
dren of me personally? 
Have I the kind of understanding, 
j sympathy and love that seems to be 
wrapped up in the word “charity' 
in the old version of the thirteenth 
chapter of First Corinthians? Read 
that chapter, my fellow parents, no 
m atter what your earlier religious 
training may have been, and con­ 
stantly ask yourself if 
you 
have 
“charity” for your adolescent chil­ 
dren. 
Here is some if it: (As you read 
it. insert “for my children” after 
“Charity.”) 
“Though I speak with the tongues 
of men and angles, and have not 
charity, I am become as sounding 
brass or a tinkling cymbal. 
“And though I have the gift of 
prophecy, and understand all myste­ 
ries and all knowledges: and though 
I have all faith so that I could re­ 
move mountains, and have not char­ 
ity, I am nothing. 
"And though I bestow all my goods 
to feed the poor, and though I give 
my body to be burned, and have not 
charity, it profiteth me nothing....... 
When I was a child, I spake as a 
I child, I understood as a 
child, 
I 
thought as a child: but when I be­ 
came a man, I put away childish 
things.” 
• • * 
Now ask yourself, in your con- 
, duct toward your adolescent chil- 
| dren, you really have put away child- 
I ish things. You may have succeeded 
in doing so; but a good many of us 
have not. Many of us parents have 
not nearly grown up. In my book. 
“The Modern Parent,” I have 
a 
I chapter entitled, “Parents Who Are 
Childish Toward Their Children.” It 
is a description of practically any 
parent.

WASHINGTON,

12 — A 
whirlpool, spinning outward instead 
of inward, is the latest phenomena 
reported by a vessel of the coasr 
and geodetic survey. 
While charting the Georges Banks, 
150 miles east of Cape Cod, the sur­ 
vey vessel of Cape Cod, the survey 
vessel “Hydrographer” encountered 
tSie strange whirlpool, which was re­ 
ported to be strong enough to throw 
a merchant vessel entirely off its 
course. 
So far the cause of this 
phenomena is unknown, but fur­ 
ther investigation will be made. It 
differs from the ordinary whirl­ 
pool known to navigators in that it 
spins outward instead of toward its 
center. 
“An outward spinning whirlpool 
is another oddity added to the long 
list of unexplained mysteries of the 
sea,” says a bulletin from the head­ 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society here. 
“It is half in jest and half in awe 
that old tars refer to the bound 
main as ‘that old devil sea.* In Old­ 
en days the sea was believed to be 
peopled 
with 
strange 
monsters 
which devoured both men and ships. 
Even today, with all the safeguards 
and comforts of modern travel a 
ship voyage is not without its haz­ 
ards. 
Mother ocean is constantly 
playing tricks, and even tlie oldest 
mariners are puzzled as to what 
to expect next,** says the bulletin. 
Another mystery of the sea this 
year is the complete absence of ice­ 
bergs in the North Atlantic ocean. 
Old seamen regard this as a bad 
sign, and they are predicting some­ 
thing in its place far more dan­ 
gerous to shipping and navigation. 
So far no one has been able to ex­ 
plain why there are no icebergs this 
year. Probably happenings like this 
explain why the sea is called “mys 
terious."

Many people diet because they 
want to get thin, but a few want to 
diet in order to get fat. 
Their problem is a truly difficult 
one, especially if they are past 50 
years of age. It is not, however, a 
very grave problem. 
Dangers do 
not threaten the thin person as they 
do the obese. He is more comfort­ 
able, more active and more energetic 
than his overweight brother. He is 
longer lived, provided he reaches the 
age of 40. After 40 the overweights 
begin to drop off, but the under­ 
weight has a long stretch ahead of 
him. 
Most interesting studies of the ef­ 
fect of forced under-nutrition dur­ 
ing the great war are just coming to 
us. In Germany, especially, the civil 
population were reduced to a diet 
bordering on starvation. 
In many 
large cities they existed over great 
periods of time on an average in­ 
take of 1,300 calories daily (the aver­ 
age normal for an adult being 2,500). 
Besides, they had to be content with 
a daily protein allowance of 33 
grams (the average normal being 
from 100 to 150, and the lowest esti­ 
mate ever made of the minimum re­ 
quirement being 60). 
Hardly a poor person died in Ger­ 
many during those years whose body 
weighed more than 110 pounds. 
But surprisingly enough, this re­ 
striction in diet had a beneficial ef­ 
fect on the occurrence of certain dis­ 
eases. The director of a large Am­ 
erican life insurance company which 
operated extensively in Germany 
prior to the war told me that the 
death rate in the civil population 
during the war period was lower 
than it had been for years. The in 
sured civil population was by the 
nature of the case mostly men over 
50 years. 
Nothing illustrates bet 
ter the desirability for people of 
that age and over to practice more 
or less strenuous dieting. 
The diseases which were reduced 
in number were diabetes, gout, dys 
pepsia of all kinds and, surprisingly, 
the toxemias of pregnancy. 
To put on weight is highly desir­ 
able for many otherwise healthy but 
very thin persons. Besides that there 
are many conditions of undernutri­ 
tion due to disease when the same 
thing is indicated. These latter are 
following a fever, or convalescence 
from other sorts of illness, such as 
surgical operations. Debilitating dis­ 
eases. such as exophthalmic goiter, 
also require an extra food allowance 
for the body consumes food more 
rapidly in that condition. The prin­ 
ciples of such diets will be discussed 
tomorrow.

M anufacture of pottery in this 
district in its present form is just 
about thirty years old. 
However 
what might be termed the incep­ 
tion of this type of manufacturing 
in the district is much older than 
that. 
About the year 1862, an es­ 
tablishment for the manufacture of 
stoneware was started in this city 
by Messrs. Hill and Hannon. 
It 
was operated in that manner for 
about seven years, when William 
Hill became the sole proprietor and 
continued the business until 1882, 
when he closed it out. 
The prin 
cipal articles manufactured by Mr. 
Hill were stone crockery, Terra Cot 
ta, stone pumps, piping, chimney 
tops and flower pots, The real in 
ception of the pottery business here 
occurred in 1901 when the New Cas­ 
tle Pottery company was organized 
and incorporated with D. C. Wallace 
as president, and F, E. Davis as sec­ 
retary and treasurer. 
A plant was 
erected near G rant street and the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and consisted 
of six kilns. 
The company m anu­ 
factured vitrified hotel ware and 
employed several hundred men. The 
Shenangj Pottery Company was also 
incorporated in 1901 and a plant 
was constructed at 
Emery 
street 
along the Pennsylvania 
Railroad 
lines. This company engaged in the 
manufacture 
of 
a 
semi-vitrious 
china, both plain and decorated and 
employed about one hundred fifty 
skilled workmen. Among those con­ 
nected with this concern were E. 
N. Baer, 
W. 
G. 
Dunn. 
Andrew 
Fleckenstein and D. T. McCarron. 
Both potteries experienced finincial 
difficulties and in 1905 the She- 
nango Pottery Company was re­ 
organized after being in the hands 
of a receiver, going under the name 
of the Shenango Pottery. It oper­ 
ated a six kiln plant, and employed 
about four hundred people. 
The 
Shenango Pottery of today is the 
outgrowth of both these pioneering 
concerns of the pottery business in 
this district and is one of the larg­ 
est in the country.

Chancellor Was 
Machine Gunner 


Was Private Secretary After 
End Of World War 
In 1919

BERLIN, Aug, 12.—When Chan­ 
cellor Bruening traveled to East 
Prussia last winter he wore the old 
fur-lined 
coat 
which 
had 
kept 
Hindentourg warm throughout the 
war. President Hindenburg had sent 
it to the chancellory shortly before 
Bruening’« departure with the fa­ 
therly request that he take care not 
to catch cold. 
This and a numberr of other 
interesting side-lights on the life 
of the virtual dictator of Germany 
are contained in the first Bruening 
biography, the work of Ruediger 
Robert Beer, which has just appear­ 
ed here. 
The loan of the old coat, says 
Beer, is not only a revealing il­ 
lustration of the close 
relation­ 
ship which exists between 
Ger­ 
many’s two great figures, but an 
example of the thriftiness which 
prevails among the political lead­ 
ers of the almost bankrupt Reich. 
Bruening, it is revealed, took up 
the threads of civil life after the 
war as private secretary to a cer­ 
tain Dr. Sunshine who spent the 
winter of 1919 aiding penniless stu­ 
dents to carry on their academic 
work. During the war the present 
chancellor had been a captain of 
machine-gunners. 
When Minister of Labor Adam 
Stegerwald, then Prussian minister 
of public welfare, sought a suitable 
secretary, he came to Sunshine. 
Sunshine mentioned Bruening whose 
political career 
dates form 
that 
moment in the late summer of 1919. 
Today Stegerwald and Bruening are 
again thrown together but the posi­ 
tions are reversed. The chancellor 
looks down the cabinet table to 
where his former chief occupies the 
scat of Labor. 
From Secretary to Stegerwald to 
executive secretary of the Trade s 
Union League, to membership in the 
Reichstag in May 1924, Bruening’s 
star roae steadily. No sooner was 
he in the Reichstag than he began 
to take an ever more important part 
in the activities of the catholic Cen­ 
trist faction. 
Just as she felt himself on firm 
ground the news of the sudden 
death of his mother took away all 
joy in his success. A bachelor, he 
felt himself very’ much alone in the 
world 
and 
threw 
himself 
with 
greater self-sacrafice than ever into 
his work. 
When he was appointed chair­ 
man of the party’s Reichstag fac­ 
tion in 1929 it became necessary to 
meet Hindenburg. A quick sympathy 
and deep understanding sprang up 
at o«ce between the two silent men. 
The east Prussian protest ant general 
von Hindenburg and the Westphal­ 
ian catholic peasant’s son Heinrich 
Bruening felt an immediate confi­ 
dence in one another. A year later 
in the spring of 1930 when the Muel­ 
ler cabinet fell Hindenburg lost no 
time in sending fee Bruening to 
take over the reins of the govern­ 
ment. 
Prelate Kaas, chairman of the 
Centrist party, in urging Bruen­ 
ing’s appointment to chairmanship 
of the Reichstag faction said: 
“I have pushed this man con­ 
sistently forward because I see in 
him a synthesis between thought 
and action such has not existed 
since the days of the great Greek 
statesmen.” 
Bruening. 
his

combines the best of the Prussian 
officer type with a rare political 
instinct, the biographer states.

In order to keep his records, the : 
professor states in his monograph, 
the Bedouin took the complex mer- i 
oglyphic inscriptions of the Egyp- 
tians and evolved a simple system * 
of 21 symbols, discarding entirely 
the picture element of the Egyptian 
language. 
Professor Sprengiing succeeded in 
translating 
inscriptions 
found 
in 
1904 by Sir Flinders Petrie in Sinai, 
which lies between Egypt and the 
northern part of Arabia, at the 
head of the Red Sea. 
It was at this pMnt, supposedly, 
that Moses received the law from 
God. In the mountainous region to 
the south the Egyptians conducted 
mining operations for copper, tur­ 
quoise 
and 
other 
minerals 
and 
stones. 
At that time the Egyptian empire 
was flourishing, and the industrial 
boom at Sinai attracted numerous 
Bedouins as laborers. 
There are fourteen known ex­ 
amples of the inscription and scho­ 
lars 
have 
disagreed 
violently 
on 
their interpretation. Some have at­ 
tempted to read into the markings 
references to Moses and his hostility 
to Egypt. 
J 
Professor Sprengling’s translations 
are simplier than any other, and 
they check with the known histori­ 
cal facts, 
He has shown that most 
of the inscriptions are in the nature 
of dedications to Baalat, the fem i­ 
nine form of the god Baal. Most of 
the inscriptions, according to the 
professor, give thanks or petition for 
favors. 
The inscription which presented 
the greatest difficulty to archaeolo­ 
gists was one found in a mine. Ac­ 
cording 
to 
Professor 
Sprengling's 
translation, it reads: 
T am the badger < miner) Sahmi- 
lat, foreman of mines ha ft No. 4.” 
After he had made this transla- 
№m, Professor Sprengiing found a 
full account of the mining opera­ 
tions of the Egyptians, which point­ 
ed out that at this period mine fore­ 
men were honored and treated with 
royal courtesy, and that the mine- 
shafts were named after them.
